Gen. Wu has established headquar- 
ters in Tientsin. The railway beyond 
Shankaikwan is blocked by fire of his 
gunboats. Between Tientsin and 
Lwanchow forty trains containing the 
bulk of Gen. Chang's army are trapped 
and a great circling movement is pro- 
gressing. This will compel the bulk 
of Gen. Chang’s army to surrender. 
A whole brigade and an additional 
regiment surrendered fifteen miles east 
of Tientsin this afternoon, and the 
trains: further east are rapidly being 
deserted. Admiral Sah notified Gen. 
Wu at 4 p. m. that he had cut the rail- 
way at Yanhokow. 


Powers Tell Wu to Leave. 


Gen. Wu arrived at Tientsin at 1:30 
Sunday and has remained since then 
aboard a tfain at the Tientsin station. 
A French colonel called on Gen. Wu 
this afternoon as a representative of 
the international powers and demanded 
that he move to some other place, as 
he was violating the protocol delivered 
by the powers to China after the Boxer 
uprising. 
Gen. Wu replied that he has appoint- 
ed himself the governor of Chihli prov- 
ince and had ordered the governor's 
bodyguard sent to protect him. With- 
in an hour 5600 of these troops sur- 
rounded the train, which contains 400 
Chifli troops. Wu's 15th brigade was 
also at the station, encamped parallel 
with the tracks. 
Gen. Wu told the colonel that his 
presence was necessary in Tientsin to 
preserve order. The international com- 
manders thereupon communicated with 
the diplomats at Peking by radio. 
Cavalry Circles Foes. 
Telephone and telegraph wires were 
cut this morning. A train started for 
Peking, but got only eighteen miles. 
It was blocked by Gen. Wu's troops

Gen, Ludendorff’s Complaint. 

Gen. Ludendorff complains bitterly 
in his war memoirs that the govern- 
ment at home did scarcely anything to 
keep alive the “ will to victory ” in the 
German people, or to combat ener- 
getically the tendency to defeatism. I, 
too, could not resist the impressicn 
that, during the war, the proper au- 
thorities permitted these tendencies to 
grow without adopting any energetic 
counter measures. 

Defeatism, which, heedless of other 


regards, was energetically crushed ir) 


France, England, and America, as a 
principle adverse to the necessities of 
the hour and opposed to the interests 
of the state, was allowed to run rio! 
with us. Our government were power- 
less to cope with it, yet believed them- 
selves able to silence and exorcize ‘he 
anti-national doings by weakly indul 
gence. Nervelessly they let things 
take their course, seemingly disinclined 
to picture to themselves the fata! end 
to which, sooner or later, it must lead.

If I were to characterize the field 
marshal general as he appeared to me 
in the years of his zenith I would say 
that the greatest impression was made 
by the simple energy and composure of 
his self-contained personality. It was 
& composure that communicated itself 
to every one who came into contact 
with him, convinced every one that the 
fate of the armies was well cared for 
in that calm, firm hand, watched over 
by those earnest and yet ever friendly 
eyes. 

While anyhing but an uncriticizing 
vindicator of Gen. Ludendorff’s views 
or a mute admirer of all his acts, I 
nevertheless account him to be a sur- 
passingly great German commander, 
characterized by the strongest patri- 
otic energy and faithfulness—a man‘ 
who stood at the head of the German 
army like a symbol of its traditions and 
of its conscience. 


Battle of the Marne.

So, then, I am said to be answerable 
for the disastrous retreat ordered by 
the higher command after the battle of 
the Marne in the year 1914. These over- 
clever people know that with unerring 
certainty.

bounded stupidity could believe it. 
As commander in chief of the 6th 
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army I led the advance of my army in 
August, 1914; I saw the decisions and 
notices issued and was present at the 
scanty discussions with the general 
higher command and with the adjacent 
armies; finally I had the best of oppor- 
tunities to watch and study hourly the 
development of affairs during the bat- 
tle of the Marne. My impression is 
that it was an unfortunate combination 
of many circumstances that led to 
this mischievous result. Besideg the 
unquestionable incompetency and the 
consequent moral and physical collapse 
of Gen. von Moltke there was the un- 
fortunate and rapidly discouraged lead- 
ership of the’ by Gen. 
von Billow and the absolute disastrous 
activity of . 


His Estimate of Von Moltke. 


Gen. Moltke was a thoroughly high 
minded man and a devoted friend of 
my father’s. 

The great personal amiability and 
ardent human cordiality which he pos- 
sessed rendered it difficult for him to 
gain that authoritativeness so essential 
to the chief of a general staff. During 
my service with that staff, it was men- 
tioned to meas typical that even the 


_| Quartermasters general used to report 


to the old and inexorable Schlieffen 
with a certain feeling of nervousness, 
whereas everybody liked appearing be- 
fore Gen. von Moltke. 

His headquarters in Luxembourg 
were much too far removed from the 
scene of battle; and, at such a distance. 
he could not follow events with the 
necessary certainty—could not super- 
vise them with the necessary clearness; 
possibly, too, the eye for the essentia! 
and the requisite rapidity of resolve 
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failed him the pos 
the battle. In any case, 
perfectiona of communication at that 
time gave rise to difficulties, #0 ane 
there was y a complete lac 
of connection with the advancing 
army.

This destroyed the unity of . 
ship; ultimately, the armies, when they 
had started their advance and knew

Immediately after the battle of 
Longwy, I was called to the great head- 
quarters in Luxembourg. I took the 
opportunity of talking quite unequivo- 
cally with Moltke’s right 
Lieut. Col. Tappen, cone 
loose control of the armies by the high- 
er command, and I demanded perma- 
nent communicating officers between 
the general higher command and the 
higher command of each army. The 
proposal was smilingly shelved with 
the remark that no change was neces- 
sary, as everything was working ex- 
cellently as it was.

FREE SPEECH ON | 
PROHIBITION. 


Bishop Lawrence of, Massachusetts in a report 

to the diocesan convention asks if it is not time to 
recognize the right of every citizen who does net 
favor prohibition to say so and in public. -“ Surely 
it is competent for every citizen to speak, work 
and do everything consistent within the law to 
have a law either amended or rescinded.” 
_ There can be but one answer, it seems to us, to 
such a question. But the very fact that an 
eminent churchman puts the question involves a 
serious implication. Bishop Lawrence obviously 
feels as many others do, that a sort of denial of 
free speech exists in the case of prohibition, not by 
act of authority but by a certain public coercion. 
It seems that to criticize prohibition is to open 
oneself to the charge of being almost immoral or 
irreligious. 

Undoubtedly the organized movément for pro- 
hibition was moralistic and drew its strength from 
religious feeling. People of the most conscientious 
character were drawn to the cause because of the 
degradation of human lives through drunkenness, 
and this evil, apparent in so many manifestations, 
procured for the idea of absolute prohibitory law a 
force it could not have had without moral and re- 
gious emotion. 

. But moral and religious emotion sometimes passes 
into moral and religious tyranny or becomes the un- 
conscious ally of oppression. Bishop Lawrence's 
query indicates that a sense of unjust repression 
has reached the point of protest and we think this 
is inevitable. Prohibition is a drastic measure, 
against which the instinctive individualism. of the 
American is bound to rebel and has rebelled with 
very widespread and serious consequences. The 
inference that men and women of responsible char- 
acter and religious devotion must not voice doubt 
or dissent is breaking down. They are hesitating 


| Jess and less to express publicly their concern over 


the effects of prohibition or even their disapproval 
of the principle itself. | 
Certainly discussion should be free and espe- 
claily, we think, in the churches: for if the tide is 
turning against prohibition, it is most desirable 
‘that an intelligent opinion, developed by free dis- 
eussion without fanaticism, shall protect the 
country from a return of the saloon and help to 
work out a system of control which shall be ac- 
ceptable to the general conscience and therefore 
enforceable and effectual.

NATIONAL ISSUE IN 
MICHIGAN. 


The bitter struggle now going on in Michigaz 
over the nomination of a Republican candidate for 


‘tional even more than of state interest. 
| Locally it is a battle between Senator Townsend, 
with a record of nineteen constructive years in 
congress, and Representative Kelley, whose chief 
claim is the support of Henry and Edsel Ford. Na- 
tionally it is a battle between a man responsible for 
such constructive action as the advancement of the 
St. Lawrence seaway and the national highway 
projects, on the one hand, and on the other the 
man responsible for the Pagle boat flasco and 
River Rouge scandal, who now is seeking to obtain 
Muscle Shoals for private profit at a price which 
would take scores of millions of dollars from Amer- 
ican taxpayers during the life of his proposed lease. 

Mr. Ford is seeking to put into the senate a 
friend who probably would not ask embarrassing 
questions about the $29,000,000 war profits whicn 
the manufacturer’s biographer says was returned 
to the government, but which was not. He is seek- 
ing to elect a friend who would give senatorial sup- 
port to the purchase of Muscle Shoals plants at less 
‘than junk valuation. To accomplish this he tries 
to pin upon the constructive candidate responsi- 
bility for the senate’s acceptance of Truman H. 
Newberry, who defeated Mr. Ford for the toga. If 
the Ford argument were applied successfully to the 
whole senate it would put the majority of that body 
on the street. Se 

Such is the issue of the campaign for publicity 
purposes, but in reality it is not the issue. The 
real issue is whether Mr. Ford can name a senator 
dependent upon him against a senator with such 
a constructive record as that of Townsend. If 
Michigan so prostrates itself at the feet of its rich- 
est inhabitant other states may be expected to feel 
the influence of his money, his vast business inter- 
ests, and his great organization, with similar re- 
sults. If that follows, the $29,000,000 war profits, 
the profits accruing to him from the River Rouge 
development, and the millions of dollars to be de- 
rived from his Muscle Shoals program during the 
term of his proposed lease, might look like small 


change. 
The Michigan election is of national import. 


PROSECUTION AND PULL. 


Two Republican congressmen have interested 
themselves in charges that the attorney general's 
department has failed to prosecute war contract 
‘frauds because of political influence. The charges 
seem explicit and though preferred by a discharged 
employé, it is assumed he was discharged because 
he gave information to the congressmen re- 
ferred. to. | 

THE TRIBUNB thinks the public would have the 
situation fearlessly aired. It is inherently serious, 
apart from the question whether the charges made 
are well founded or hot. It is serious for this 
reason: The responsibilities of the federal depart- 
ment of justice have been steadily added to during 
recent years by the passage of multitudinous laws 
not only in the field of traditional criminality, but 
in the form of business regulation and even that 
of moral discipline. "This has multiplied the possi- 
bilities of prosecution to an enormous extent and, 
also the duty to prosecute. They may already 
have passed beyond the resources of the prosecut- 
ing machinery. It is probable the department of 
justice could not under the most zealous and vig- 
orous pressure institute or carry on prosecution in 
every case brought to its attention. 

If this is the situation, it compels choice by the 


of pull. If a prosecutor must prosecute one 
offender and for sheer lack of time or means allow 
another offense to go, what is to be the basis of 
choice? Obviously personal favor or political in- 
fluence would sometimes enter into the decision, 
and we cannot but recognize such intervention as 
a grave evil. ‘ 

So long as we tend—as we have been tending— 
ito multiply offenses and increase the regulatory 
and disciplinary functions of the central govern- 
_ment we shall have only these alternatives: to 

mainiain an enormous machinery of espionage, in- 

_vestigations, and prosecution—which would be by 
no means secure against influence—or by failing 
to do so, force the department to make, choice of 
offenses to be prosecuted—which must encourage 
the intervention of improper tests. 

In any case the administration of this depart- 
ment is one ofthe most delicate and important 
functions of government, and when responsibly 
challenged should be investigated thoroughly. That 
is about the only check available to us in the situ- 
ation which our passion for legislation and mutual 
regulation has created.

A MILK BOX FOR WORKERS. 
HIS noon I noticed a queer box at 
the entrance to the building where 
this is being written. 
Nothing is better from the cul- 

tural standpoint than intelligent curi- 


Justifying myself by this thought, I 
rubbered, and I give my readers the 
benefit of the episode. 
In this plant several hundred men 
work. Being a newspaper plant, the 
front door has no key. The machinery 
goes day and night and each shift takes 
up where the preceding shift left off. 
The milkman makes his round in the 
morning. Therefore milk left for the 
night shift had a fine chance to be 
warmed by the gun, caressed by the 
office cat, and by the dog from the,ga- 
Tage next door. 
Is it any wonder that some of those 
night men did not care to buy milk 
and some of them had even been known 
to drink a glass of beer instead? 
To meet this situation a milk company 
furnished this box. — 

It is about three feet deep, three feet 
long, and two feet wide and is made of 
wood. The walls are about one and a 
half inches thick and are lined with gal- 
vanized iron. 
inner and outer layers of the wall~is 
filled with cork. | | 

The door is on top; is hfhged and fast-~ 
ened with a hasp and lock. 

The box is set on four ordinary, small, 
iron truck wheels and has fron handles 
at two ends, 

In the morning the milkman turns the 
box over, drains out the water, cleans 
it, fills it with about two hundred bot- 
tles of milk, covers the milk bottles with 
pisces of ice, locks the box, gives the 
key to the doorman, and “moves on. 

The milk can be paid for with tick- 
ets or with cash. 

When time to drink it comes around 
it is cold, clean, and palatable. 

; 

No form of box which opens at the 
side will keep milk as cold with so lit- 
tle ice as will a box which opens at the 
top. In addition, the cost of construc- 
tion of the box is low. The wheels make 
it possible to empty the melted ice, clean 
the box, sun and dry it. The layout 
is just as sanitary and just as efficient 
as an expensive icebox without costing 
much to build or to maintain. 

Why would not this be a good rou- 
tine plan in industrial establishments, 
large business apd office plants, and in 
buildings under construction? 

The workmen, espécially in buildings 
under construction, have few facilities 
for satisfactory lunching. Milk is left 
in such places in large quantities. By 
lunch time it is often in unsatisfactory 
condition. All in all this very inviting, 
wholesome food for these users is not 
very appealing. 

In part, for that reason, the loss of 
bottles in buildings under. construction 
is great.

It has 
been frequently reported in Europe. but so 
far there are few American reports of 
chronic poisoning. ‘ 
There is no proof that chronic coal gas 
poisoning causes either heart disease, kidney 
disease, apoplexy. or pernicious. an@mia.

Mexico City, April 23.—Charles Geist, 


by THE TRIBUNE’s editorial, “ Mexico,” 
makes numerous misstatements, which 
he has evidently gathered from one-sided 
propaganda literature, although he pro- 
fesses to be intimately acquainted with 
Mexico. 

He claims that Americans contracted 
“unfortunate peons at 10 centavos a 
day.” I have known Mexico since my 
boyhood days, and I have never known 
Mexican peons, even in the remote in- 
terior of the country, to work for 10 cen- 
tavos a day. 

Mr. Geist implies that Americans ex- 
ploited the natives. On the contrary, 
the general cry was, and still is, that 
wherever Americans appeared in Mexico 
to exploit lands, mines, or other prop- 
erty wages immediately began to go up. 
In the states of Vera Cruz, Oaxaca, and 
Chiapas, where there were many flour- 
ishing American plantations in the latter 
days of the rule of Porfirio Diaz, wages 
had gradually ascended, in less than ten 
years, from 18 centavos to 2 pesos a day, 
an increase of over 1,000 per cent. On 
the American plantations the peons were 
better housed and cared for than on any 
other that I came in contact with, and 
I visited practically all of them. 

The same thing happened in the mines 
and factories run by Americans. The 
American-run railways caused the in- 
crease of wages several] hundred per cent 
in less than ten years, while wages still 
fluctuated between 18 and 37 centavos a 
day in districts outside American influ- 
ence. 

When Mr. Geist lays at the door of 
Porfirio Diaz the illiteracy of the coun- 
try he shows an inexcusable amount of 
ignorance for one who poses as an au- 
thority on Mexico. 

The educational system of Mexico dur- 
ing the Diaz régime was strictly in the 
hands of the states, with the exception 
of the federal district (which corresponds 
to the District of Columbia in the United 
States) and the territories of Tepic, 
Quintana Roo, and Lower California. To 
this small part of the country the Diaz 
government in 1910 was devoting 10,000,- 
000 pesos out of an income of about 120,- 
000,000 pesos. The present government 
of Mexico is devoting 45,000,000 pesos to 
public instruction, but its income is con- 
siderably more.than twice that of the 
Diaz government. _ JOHN H. Conev.

Crop prospects have improved, and, 
with other conditions surrounding the 
wheat trade, have lessened the confidence 
among scattered holders as regards a 
big advance at once. It is possible, how- 
ever, that the trade may be a little too 
pearish and have too large a line of 
shorts out for their best interest, and, 
should anything happen to start a gen- 
eral buying movement, prices might ad- 
vance sharply. 

B. A. Eckhart Favors Good Prices. 


B. A. Eckhart, the Chicago miller, who 
is a close student of political, economic, 
and trade conditions, is friendly to the 
maintenance of a good level for grain 
prices.

“The welfare of other nations is so 
closely interwoven with that of the 
United States that if the question of our 
foreign trade is to be interpreted with 
any degree of- breadth whatever, it 
should be considered in the light of the 
trade of these other nations,” he states. 

“There can be no final recovery of 
domestic trade in any nation until the 
normal international trade _ relations, 
which alone support the great interna- 
tional division of labor, can be re-estab- 
lished. We should strive to obtain all 
of the trade of the world that in a fair 
field with free competition we may gain 
through our own efficiency. But it is 
impossible for us to maintain such trade 
unless we are fitted to hold it in an open 
fleid.”’ 


Present Position in World Trade. 

The present situation of our world 
commerce is analized by the Harvard 
Economic Service. 

“ Indices based on the physical volume 
of imports shows the lowest point in the 
import trade was reached in the third 
quarter of last year,” it is stated. “ But 
since that timie the increase in imports 
has been pronounced.
